phetic bone, it Is claimed, can only be ob- 
tained from a goose that was hatched ont in 
the spring, and the goose must not be killed 
untli the Indian summer has passed away. A 
bone taken from a goose hatched In May last 
year has a row of dots around the keel of it 
indicating the temperature; and the darker 
the spots the colder the weather. It is claim- 
ed that the marks dividing the bone indicate 
the three winter months, December begiu- 
ning at the front, Those who have read this 


od year’s bone carefally say it indicates more 


regular weather than that of last year, and 
not so severe. There will not be many days 
durlug which running water will freeze. The 
coldest weather will occur during the Arat 
half of January, and in that timo there will 
be several days of freezing. It will be the 
severest part ofthe. whole season. Near the 
point of the cone the discoloration is a little 
heavy, thus showing that the first day of Win- 
ter Will give proof of the season's change. 
This will be followed by risiog temperature 
and falling weather for Christmas, Jannary 
willbe ushered In with cold, and the cold 
will strengthen as the days lengthen, the

For tho ReligioPhiloeopbical Journal, 
Identity of Function of tho Three Learned 
Professions, 


I am not aware that it has ever been point- 
ed out that there is an identity between the 
learned professions, Medicine, Law and Di- 
vinity, in respect to the subject-matter of 
their various activities: This identity Is 
hinted at in their names, as Doctox of Medi- 
cine, Doctor of Laws, and Doctor of Divinity, 
the term doctor signifying learned (from 
Latin doctus, taught, he identity of func- 
tion has undoubtedly been overlooked on ac- 
count of the great differences in the portions 
of the three-fold nature of man upon which 
these professions have been engaged. The 
present object is to make this identity appar- 
ent it possible, 

Man, at the threshold of his earthly exist- 
ence, is In a condition of weakness and igno- 
rance., His physical; mental and moral nat- 
ure is ina state of undevelopment. He can 
not perform the daties belonging to the estate 
of manhood on account of this weakness and 


ignorance. Begioning thas in ignorance of 


bis duties, and in Inability to perform even 
if he knew them, the only ihing he can do fs 
to devel into knowledge and strength 
— the natural and inevitable course of 
experience. Experience and self-inspection 
reveal to him that he possesses a three-fold 
nature, composed of & physical body, tangl- 
ble, visible and capable of growth in stature 
and strength; of a imental nature, invisible 
and intangible, yet like tho physical, capa- 
ble of'growth and Increase in strength; and 
of a moral or spiritual nature, likewise invis- 
ible, but, IKS other two, capable of in- 
crease In strength and power. A little child 
cannot understand bis own ñature, nor that 
in time that nature will be developed Into 
the stature and strength of manhood; and 
hence, he must come to the knowledge of his 
powers through experience. 
nning thas in weakness and ignor- 
ance, his development into strength and 
knowledge must necessarily be through ten- 
tative efforts, and these efforts must likewise 
be a constant succession of errors and fall- 
ures as constant corrections and reetiſl- 
cations of those errors, If a m now in 
advance exactly what todo and whaytoavold, 
he would need no experience; but wanting 
this knowledge, it is only in the development 
of his powers through these fallores and cor- 
rections that he learns how to do the right 
and avold the wrong.

Tho best thinkers of all denominations ad- 
mit the imminent need of a fresh spiritual 
influx into the hearts of men. In the main, 
Christianity has dwindled Into more conven- 
tonallsm. The close of the nineteenth cen- 
tury sees It inoperative, in any large measure, 
upon practical men of the world. 

This failare does not come from lack of 
churches. Every village of a thousand in- 
habitants contains four, five or six houses of 
worship. They are open to the public two or 
three hours on Sunday morning, and In half 
of them service Is held during the same 
length of time on Sunday evening. In large 
cities, great plles of stone or brick, where 
rich light streams through etalned-glase win- 
dows and exquisite music delights tho ear, 
aro seen on every hand. There is no “taking 
up the cross“ in jolning these churches, 
rather is the attendant “carried to the skies 
on flowery beds of ease.” 

The spiritually minded and sincere Chris- 
flan mourns in secret over the decadence of 
faith. He is forced to admit that, in some 
respecta, America is worse than beathendom. 
He breakfasts upon newspaper horrors of 
burglary, theft, arson, rape and marder, and 
sups upon the same direfal deeds. Going to 
his place of business he ls compelled to pass 
gilded hella where mon spend the money 
that ought to make happy homes for the 
starving women who sre driven to despera- 
tion and disgrace? It seems a mockery to 
him the shadow of a costly spiro, mov- 
Jog’ like fhe Anger of a dial, fulling now 
across the\palace of the millionaire, and now 
over the reoking tenement. In the one ls 
luxury and beauty greater-than at any pre- 
ceding age; in the other, squalor and Alth, 
vice and wretchedness. And he realizes also, 
ordinary charitable soclety affords 
relief in de same way as a sedative applied 
to a sore which deadens pain, while the dls- 
ease burrows deeper. 

The sincere thinker knows also that the 
simple, direct teachings of Christ are fall- 
ures in this so-styled Christendom. Primi- 
tive Christianity held the brotherhood of

man as one of its fundamental teachings. |

The ardent Russian reformer, Count Tols- 
tol, in “What I Bellevé,” confesses he sees no 
way out of the darkness except in the return 
to primitive Christianity. Unselfish and de- 
yoted to the truth as he sees it, the Count 
tolia In the felds bealde the peasants who are 
settled on his estates, sharing in their frugal 
fare and simple pastimes, Saddened and dis- 
couraged by the fatlare of his experiences

“ amalgam of metaphysical subtlety, degrad- 
“ Ing legends, false miracles and narrow, de- 
“ praving conceptions of divine government 
“ which made the starting point and vantage 
ground of these ecclesiastical bigots whom 
“he justly designated as the enemtes of the 
“homan race.” Voltaire fought the carnal- 
ity and worldliness of Christianity; not_ite 
basic principles. . 8 5 

Almost every age has seen an attempt at a 
reformation of religian; most of them marked 
bya revelation of one or two fundamental 
principles. The ages were not ripe enough 
for a fall exhibition of spiritual power. Tha 
Perfectionists, the Shakers, the Quakers, the 
Transcendeatalists and the more intelligent 
members of the Salvation Army, are an 
ed by the same desire to find true religion. 
The Buddhistic revival, stripped of its gem 
colt nd notoriety-loving accretions isa 
flame from the same spark of Inspiration.

of New England on the prairies of the 
West. Babu Mohini Chatter ile, lately ar- 
rived in this country, a profound thinker and 
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entific, essaying to test the human soul by 
delicate instruments, if there be a soul, and 
finding none, declares the beliet in one to be 
superstition surviving from the childhood 
of the world, 

The revelations of Spiritualism now come 
to the rescue. They declare that the indl- 
vidual spirit is a spark from the universal 
divine spirit, aud so the spiritual philosopher 
belleves in the Fatherhood of God, As a di- 
rect consequence each person can, by a pro- 
per life and under sultable conditions, re- 
celve an influx from the great Over Soul as 
well as from Individual souls removed to a 
higher sphere. - ‘ è 

Spiritual philosophy teaches that revela- 
tion is continuous and unbroken. It teaches, 
toos the brotherhood of man, In that all par- 
take of this in4inite essence to which they 
are ascending by law of progress. It 
emphasizes the moral w as oternally oper- 
ative, from which t elther appeal nor 
retrogression. 

This latest revelation,—the new-old unl- 
versal religion, 3 the spiritual poten- 
cy that Is necessary for redemption from 
worldliness, ignorance and selfishness. Ought 
It not, then, to be candidly examined and 
carefully judged? ` 

It is a hopefal fact that the unity of rellg- 
fons is taught by a number of eloquent cler- 
gymen who preach to large and growling con- 
gregations.

Universality of Divine Revelations, 


The recognition of the dnivereslity of rev- 
elation is certain to follow a high develop- 
ment of the spiritual natare of men. A typ- 
ical tase Is found in the biography of that 
gentle mystic, William Henry Channing, 
who passed to the higher life two years ago 
from England, the country of his adoption. 
Mr. O. B. Frothingham has just given tò the 
public- the best memoir of this Unitarian 
clergyman, which his spiritual Imitat 
will allow, but the subject of the biography 
mirrors himself in his on lucidatyle through 
a variety of letters which are gathered inthis 
book. Mr. Channing was the nephew of Wil- 
llam Ellery Channing, the Nestor of that 
charch fellowship which embodies so much 
“sweetness and light,“ and in many respects 
was the peer of his uncle. 

Mr. Frothingham declares that the subject 
df hls memoir had “ long beer a Spiritualist, 
“ that e, a bellever in special influences from 
“the unseen world; that “he bellevedsin 
the actaal Intercourse of person with per- 
“Bon... though never, a believer in necro- 
“maney,” and tha in higher phases ot 
" Spiritualism ho had little or nothing to 
learn.“ But, Mr. Channing became im- 
patient with the cradity which Spiritualism 

ly shared with other great discover- 
les. Nevertheless, all bis life this cultured 
preacher continued to be a conspicuous in- 
stance of a person open in many ways to 
spiritual influence. Of a sensitive organiza- 
tion, refined, tender, an ardent lover of Lis 
klud. /a brilliant orator, an eager worke 
every line of reform, his inner life was t- 
od gnd quickened by continoal inspiration. 
The same spirit animated Mr. Channing 
which informs the “ Light of Asia,” written 
by his son-in-law, Edwin Arnold. 

Bat it is in another regard that tho ethical 
teacher, whose nature mingled ice and fire, 
is noteworthy. Ho never falled to see and to 
describe that thread, now and then so dell- 


cate as to be almost invisible, which connects“ 


all genuine religious: movements with each 
other and with the source of all reltxlons. 
o asserted that Everything serves to prove 
o and more conclusively that the end
